Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  ycax  19^1, 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  estimated  population  of  100  accounted 
for  largely  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  and  a fall  in  the  number 

of  deaths. 


There  were  305  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  the  year  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  Measles  vaccine  will  soon  become  generally  available. 

It  is  disturbing  to  see  21  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified.  This 
disease  should  hardly  occur  if  children  are  adequately  immunised.  Everything 
is  done  to  make  it  convenient  for  parents  to  have  their  children  protected 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Smallpox,  Poliomyelitis  and 
Tuberculosis.  A special  clinic  has  been  established  for  this  ? e . This 

is  in  addition  to  the  facilities  available  in  the  Doctors  m ..  . , And 

yet  despite  all  this  some  parents  either  forget  or  will  not  be  bothered  to 
protect  their  children. 

During  the  year  230  private  houses  were  completed  and  10  Bungalows 
of  the  one  bedroom  type  were  built  by  the  Council.  As  pointed  out  in  previous 
Annual  Reports  many  old  and  infirm  people  have  been  waiting  a considerable 
time  for  Bungalow  accommodation.  Our  scheme  for  Flatlets  with  Warden  service 
has  been  a long  time  maturing.  Of  the  10  Boroughs  in  the  County  of  Cheshire 
we  are  the  only  Authority  without  a Flatlet  scheme  completed  and  in  operation. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  Offices  and  Shops  Act  and  articularly 
how  it  affected  our  own  Staff.  The  accommodation  generally  is  poor  in  the 
various  departments  but  in  the  Clerk's  offices  the  standard  is  so  low  that 
in  my  view  serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  providing  temporary 
alternate  facilities  until  the  permanent  building  is  completed.  This  latter 
project  will  take  several  years  and  it  is  wrong  in  my  view  to  ask  Staff  to 
continue  working  under  the  present  deplorable  conditions. 

Once  more  I tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.J.  Mee,  the  Town  Clerk  and 
his  Deputy  Mr.  H,  Lawton  for  their  help  and  guidance,  throughout  the  year. 

In  particular  I should  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  whose  constant  assistance  has  enabled  me  to  carry  out  my 
duties.  I frequently  consult  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  A. B. Wat son 
and  the  Housing  Manager  Mr,  L, A, Watson  and  to  both  these  officers  I am 
indebted  for  their  ready  and  forthcoming  assistance  at  all  times,

Continued  heavy  use  is  being  made  of  the  new  Clinic  in  Nursery 

Lane. 


It  has  been  found  necessary  to  separate  off  the  immunisation  from 
the  regular  Infant  Welfare  Sessions  and  run  a special  Clinic  on  the  first 
Thursday  morning  of  every  month.  This  has  enabled  the  Clinic  Doctor  to 
devote  more  time  to  the  preventive  health  problems  that  arise  in  the  rearing 
of  children. 

As  was  foreshadowed  a new  building  has  enabled  us  to  widen  the 
scope  of  our  services  and  an  experimental  trial  is  being  made  with  a 
Health  Advisory  Service  for  Elderly  Persons.  This  is  only  at  its  beginning 
stage  but  we  have  made  a good  start  and  there  is  a probability  of  a very 
useful  service  being  developed  in  this  direction. 

We  are  also  awaiting  the  Ministry  of  Health's  approval  to  start  a 
Cervical  Smear  Clinic.  We  have  a lady  Doctor  available  for  this  service  as 
and  when  permission  to  start  comes  through.

The  Offices  , Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  , came  into 
operation  and  initially  efforts  were  concentrated  on  ensuring  that  all 
premises  were  registered  as  required  under  the  Act,  Towards  the  end  of 
the  ye ar,  inspections  were  commenced  and  almost  all  the  Offices  were  inspected* 

During  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  outbreak  and  following  information 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  all  food  premises  in  the  Borough  were  visited 
and  Corned  Beef  stocks  examined,  17  x 6 lb,  tins  from  the  suspect  canning 
factory  were  found,  withdrawn  from  sale  and  brought  to  the  office  for 
safe  keeping*  10  of  these  tins  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination*  The  remainder  were  held  pending  further 
guidance  from  the  Ministry* 

Many  complaints  of  rats  were  received  from  newly  built  houses  in 
the  West  Heath  area  and  it  is  felt  that  the  infestations  were  encouraged 
by  scrap  food  left  in  the  vicinity  and  in  houses  under  construction. 

The  swimming  pool  at  the  National  Jhildren’ s Home  was  covered  in 
and  as  it  is  used  by  local  schoolchildren  visits  were  made  and  routine 
samples  of  the  water  taken  each  month.

ComplaintSo  Daring  the  year  111  complaints  were  received  and 
investigated!  19  of  these  were  unfounded, 

9 were  found  to  be  relating  to  dangerous  structures, 
waste  of  water  and  other  matters,  and  were  referred  to  the 
D epartment s cone  erne  do 

Nuisances,  Following  complaints,  and  as  a result  of  routine  survev, 

106  houses  were  inspected,  a total  of  85  nuisances  found  and  ?6 
informal  notices  issued,  163  visits  were  made  to  houses  previously 
inspected  and  92  nuisances  found  to  be  abated,  74  informal  notices 
were  complied  with,  1 formal,  notice  was  served  and  complied  with. 

Drainage,  The  repair  of  existing  drainage  was  supervised  and  necessary 
testing  done,  301  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work  and 
the  tracing  of  existing  drainage  at  various  properties. 

Water  Supply,  Routine  samples  were  taken  monthly  from  each  of  the  town's 
systems  of  supply,  from  the  Baths  at  the  National  Children’s  Home  and 
also  during  the  season  from  the  Council’s  Swimming  Baths,  The  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  Chester  carried  out  Bacteriological 
Examination  of  the  samples  and  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 
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On  survey  it  was  found  that  all,  except  27  (80  occupants),  of  the 
houses  in  the  Borough  have  piped  water  inside  the  houses  from  public 
water  mains , 

Disinfestation,  The  houses  and  household  effects  of  new  tenants  for 
Council  Houses  are  inspected  and  where  necessary  disinfestation  is 
undertaken  before  removal.  For  this  and  other  reasons  15  inspections 
have  been  carried  out  and  treatments  were  found  to  be  necessary  in 
2 cases. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfestation, 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  was  extremely  low,  so  that 
very  little  work  of  investigation  and  disinfection  was  necessary. 

Caravans , A licence  for  the  caravan  site  at  Timbersbrook  was  issued 
and  regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  to  ensure  that  conditions 
were  satisfactory. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  site  at  Astbury  Marsh  was 
still  under  consideration  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Noise  Abatement,  A complaint  was  received  from  the  tenants  of  houses  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Central  Kitchen,  New  Street,  of  noise  from  the 
extractor  fan.  Following  representation  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council, 
necessary  modifications  were  carried  out  and  the  nuisance  abatede 

Another  complaint  was  of  noise  from  heavy  earth  moving 
machinery  working  on  a sand  quarry,  and  on  being  approached,  the 
owners  made  adjustments  to  the  vehicles  and  altered  the  method  of 
operation  so  the  noise  was  reduced  to  an  acceptable  level. 

Public  Mortuary,  This  service  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Department 
and  during  the  year  there  were  34  admissions. 

Clean  Air  Act , 1956,  The  Health  Committee  again  considered  the  possibility 
of  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  Borough,  taking  into  account  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  69/63 s dealing  with  fuel  supplies 
and  approved  appliances.  It  was  decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter. 

Complaints  were  received  from  householders  of  fumes  from  an 
oil  fired  boiler  chimney  staok.  This  was  considered  to  be  due  to  emissions 
of  sulphur  dioxide  bt-^ng  discharged  at  a low  level.  The  management,  on 
consultation,  were  extremely  co-operative  and  raised  the  chimney  about 
30  feet,  since  when  the  householders  have  no  further  complaint. 

Generally  speaking  the  industrial  chimneys  in  the  Borough 
operate  well  within  the  limits  under  the  Act  and  in  many  cases  operate 
virtually  smokelessly. 
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Housing  Acts,  1957-1 964 

66  houses  were  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts 
and  410  revisits  made.  23  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished 
and  2 areas  completely  cleared. 

2 houses  were  subjected  to  Closing  Orders  and  13  Individual  houses 
were  demolished  as  a result  of  Demolition  Orders. 

1 Clearance  Area  of  17  houses  was  represented  to  the  Council,, 

2 Closing  Orders  were  made  on  Individual  Unfit  houses. 

Orders  in  respect  of  6 Clearance  Areas,  comprising  6o  houses 
were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 

Improvement  Grants 

23  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  6 for  Discretionary 
Grants  were  received  and  approved.  One  application  for  a Standard 
Grant  was  refused. 

Rent  Act  t 1937 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  were  received. 

One  application  from  an  owner  for  cancellation  of  a Certificate  was 
received  and  granted. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act , 1935 

471  inspections  of  premises  used  for  the  preparation,  storage 
or  sale  of  food  were  carried  out.  119  contraventions  were  found  and 
36  informal  notices  issued.  On  re-inspection  72  contraventions  had  been 
abated,  and  34  notices  complied  with. 

Ice-Cream 

There  are  11  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice-cream,  all  use  the  "cold-mix"  method. 

93  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

5 inspections  have  been  made. 

Preserved  Food, 


39  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved 
food  (sausages,  potted  and  pressed  meats,  etc.)  and  37  inspections  of 
these  premises  were  carried  out. 
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Slaughterhouses. 

The  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  were  re-licensed  for  a 
further  year  but  at  only  one  of  these  was  any  slaughtering  carried  out. 

All  animals  killed  were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  19&3,  and  carcases  passed  as  fit  marked  in  accordance  with 
the  Regulations. 

The  Council  again  considered  the  charges  to  be  made  for  Meat 
Inspection  and  decided  that  no  change  be  made. 

All  meat  and  offal  condemned  is  placed  in  the  receptacles  provided, 
stained  with  naphthalene  green  and  removed  on  the  Council's  behalf  by 
Messrs.  Beeson  Bros,  of  Crewe.
